The Free Silver Congressmen Are Wide 
Awake, 


CPRINGER EXPLAINS HIS SPEECH, 


And Declares Himself Anew for 
Free Coinage. 


THE CONSPIRACY CLOSELY WATCHED 


By Men Who Intend That the People’s 
Voice Shall Not Be Throttled. 
Democrats on Sentinel Duty. 


WASHINGTON, January 11.—!Special.}—The 
silver democrats of the house were so much 
aroused over Mr. Springer’s statement in New 
York that there would be no coinage legisla- 
tion at this session of congress, that the Ilh- 
noisan comes outin aninterview today, in 
which he declares himself squarely fora free 
and unlimited coinage of silver. Mr. Springer 
further adds that his remarksin New York 
were misconstrued. 

He says he has always been afree coinage 
man, but that he knows it to bean utter im- 
possibility for a free coinage bill to become a 
law as longas Mr. Harrison isinthe white 
house, but notwithstanding the statement, the 
coinage men are more determined than ever 
now that an absolute free coinage bill shall, at 
least, be passed by the house at a very early 
date. 

The Committee Will Meet. 

The committee on coinage has already had a 
preliminary meeting, and during the latter 
part of this week they will get together 
and commence owork in_- earnest to 
consider the various’ bills affecting 
silver coinage that have been introduced 
this session. Thecommittee is composed of a 
majority of free coinage men, and these men 
are not going to be frightened from their views 
by any such talking as had been indulged in 
during the pass few days by some New Eng: 
Jand and other northern democrats. 

Two-Third Are Free Silver Men. 


Two-thirds of the house are free coinage 
men, and while these men are not in favor of 
causing any split in the party, they are, 
nevertheless, determined in their views. They 
were elected on a platform of tariff reform and 
the free coinage of silver, and they are going 
to stand squarely on the platform on which 
they were elected. All the democrats believe 
that Mr. Springer’s position for an inter- 
national conference is meritorious, provided it 
is not placed in such a position as to stand in 
the way of free coinge legislation by this con- 
gress. 

A Consultation to Be Held. 

On account of Speaker Crisp’s illness, there 
has been no conference between the leaders 
ofthe partyin the house. DWideed, Speaker 
Crisp has been too ill even to see any of his 
personal friends among the members, and has 
not been able to discuss with any one 
matters relating to legislation. Of course, as 
soon as the speaker is able to be out, there 
will be a conference, and then some policy 
will be mapped out and presented to the 
democratic caucus, where it can be fully and 
fairly discussed. This caucus will agree on 
some plan of legisiation which will be 
carried out as rapidly as possible. A 
majority of the party believes in rushing 
through, as early as possible, in the session 
separate tariff bills, placing various articles of 
raw material on the free list; alsoin passing a 
free coinage bill through the house at an early 
date,and sending it to the senate, in order 
thatin the event of that body passing it and 
then the president:vetoes it, there be some 
compromise legislation which will at least re- 
lieve, to some extent, the depressed condition 
of the country. ; 

It is certain that the Sherman act of the last 
congress will be repealed, and some legislation 
issued in its stead. 

The Keystone Scandal. 

The leaders of the house have decided to 
probe the Keystone bank scandal to the bot- 
tom. Today Congressman Mutchler, of Penn- 
sylvania, introduced a resolution, which was 
referred to the committee on banking and 
currency, instructing that committee to make 
an investigation into the disastrous failures of 
the Keystone and Spring Garden National 
bank of Philadelphia. 

By resolution, the failure of the Maverick 
National bank, of Boston, will also be in- 
cluded in the scope of the investigation. 

These failures attracted the nation’s atten- 
tion. Millions of state funds were swallowed 
up in the Keystonej failure. Two officials 
of the bank are fugitives from jastice, and 
the city treasurer is serving a term in 
the penitentiary. The sensational charges 
that were current at the time reached in the 
cabinet, and even to the door of the white 
house. The postinaster general, comptroller of 
the currency, and _ several other high 
Officials, were mixed up, just how dis- 
Creditably will appear later on. They may all 
be caught in the congressional dragnet. The 
belief is generally entertained that the inves- 
tigation in Philadelphia was a whitewashing 
affair and the democrats propose to find out 
the truth. The national system is at stake. 
These disastrous failures, each occurring 
Shortly after an examination by federal ex- 
aminers, has created a widespread distrust of 
the efficacy of such examinations, as measures 
of protection to the stockholders and de- 
positors. 

The Weather Takes a Bad Turn. 

Speaker Crisp is improving every day, but 
the weather is so bad that he will not be able 
to go to the capitol for perhaps a week yet.

AN ATTACK ON RECIPROCITY. 


A Movement for Its Kepeal in the House of 
Kepresentatives. 

Wasuincron, January 11.—The republican 
Principle of reciprocity, as embodied in the 
McKinley act and practiced by the present 
administration, is assailed for the first time by 
democrats this session in the resolution which 
Mr, Breckinridge, of Kentucky, asked unani- 
mous consent to offer in the house today, as 
Set forth inthe report of the house proceed- 
ags. The resolution is a subject of great dis- 
Cussion tonight. 

“I believe,” said Mr. Breckinridge to an As- 
Sociated Press reporter, “that the third section 
of the McKinley act is unconstitutional in 
conferring upon the president the power to 
Mpose texes without congressional action. I 
also believe that the retaliation allowed in that 
act is not only unwise as regards our relations 


_ With foreign nations, but is really burdensome 


t our own citizens, for it imposes duties which 
y have topay. And when this retaliatory 


Measure is adopted only as to certain — 


nations, it makes an unjust discrimination 
which may also be not only arbitrary, but may 
be not free from corruption.” 


An Offset Proposed. 


**I, therefore, am anxious to have that clause 
of the McKinley act repealed; and while it 
may not be possible to do it, I desired to call 
the attention of the country to this measure, 
and thought it might be done by connecting 
this movement in the Mouse with the letter 
which Mr. Blaine had written, and which had 
been published all over the country. 

“And yet,” continued Mr. Breckinridge, 
‘being in favor of the freest possible trade 
consistent with the raising of needed revenues 
of the government, I appended to the resolu- 
tion another instructing the committee on 
ways and means to report a bill repealing the 
third.section of the cKinley act, and in- 
structions to report in lieu of it a true reciproc- 
ity provision by which the president is given 
power, which undoubtedly is constitutional), to 
open the ports of America to the products of 
such countries as do wake trae reciprocal ar- 
rangements with us.”’

WITNESSES CAN BE SILENT,

If Their Answers Would Tend to Criminate 
Themselves. 

WASHINGTON, January 11.—It has now become 
a settled law that witnesses cannot be com- 
pelled to testify in any criminal case where the 
answers might tend to criminate them in any 
way, or subject them to possible future prose- 
cution. Itis held that the tifth amendment to 
the constitution, giving ‘persons the right to 
refuse to answer questions which might be 
used against them in criminal cases, must be 
construed in its broadest sense. Such is the 
effect of a decesion of the United States 
Supreme court today, in the celebrated inter- 
State commerce case of Charles Counselinan, 
appellant, vs. Frank Hitchcock, marshal of 
the United States district court for the 
northern district of Illinois. 

Judge Gresham decided against Counselman, 
and held him in contempt of court for refusing 
to answer questions, and itis an appeal from 
Judge Gresham’s order that the case decided 
by the supreme court today came up. The 
court’s ruling is that Judge Gresham’s order 
was erroneous, and that Counselman cannot be 
compelled to testify. It has been said that the 
effect of the decisions by the courts that wit- 
nesses cannot be compelled to testify will 
seriously hamper the interstate commerce 
commission in the administration of the inter- 
state commerce act. The court’s decision was 
unanimous. 


THE HEAD OF THE CONSPIRACY, 
Senator Teller Leads Off in the Silwer Con- 
ference Suggestion. . 

WASHINGTON, January 11.—In the senate 
Mr. Teller introduced a joint resolution pro- 
viding for an international bimetallic agree- 
ment. The joint resolution was read. It de- 
clares it to be the determined policy of the 
United States government to use both gold 
and silver as full legal tender money either 
under the rates now existing in the United 
States or under ove that may hereafter be es- 
tablished by the United States alone or in 
accord with other nations. A conference is 
then provided for as heretofore indicated in 
these dispatches. 


A COMPROMISE AGREED UPON. 


Kolb and Jones Leave the County a Tie 
at the Huntsville Convention. 

HUNTSVILLE, Ala., January J1.—{Special.} 
The couhty convention met today and so close 
was the Jones and Kolb vote that a com- 
promise was agreed on to preseve harmony in 
the ranks of the democratic party. Four 
delegates each for Jones and Kolb were se- 


‘lected to attend the next convention, who 


were iustructed by resolutions to vote for Jus- 
tice Richard W. Walker for re-election to the 
supreme court of Alabaina. 


INAUGURATION OF M’KINLEY, 


New Governor of Ohio Inducted Into 
Office.

Kinley, Jr., was inaugurated governor of 
Ohio today.

HE ALSO TALKS WITH. CARLISLE 


About the Necessity of Party Unity 
at Present. 


THE HOUSE FLOODED WITH BILLS 


Of All Kinds, Covering a Multitude of 
Things Not Hitherto 
Thought Of. 


WASHINGTON, January 11.—[Special.]— 
Colonel E. B. Stahlman, of Nashville, has 
been here for a week, looking after the inter- 
ests of the southern railroads and steamship 
lines. 

Colonel Stahlman has recently been tendered 
the position of chairman of the consolidated 
railroads and steamship lines of the southern 
states, and, although he has not accepted yet, 
it is in the capacity of representative of these 
lines that he is now here, looking after their 
interests by studying the various measures 
that have been introduced affecting these rail- 
roads and steamship lines. Something like three 
score of bills have already been introduced, 
and they are being ground out every day. 
Colone! Stahlman goes over to New York to 
morrow to confer with the representatives of 
the association, and give them a definite 
answer as to whether or not he wil laccept the 
position. His friends say he will accept it. 
Certain it is that there is no better quali- 
fied man in the United States 
to represent such interests. Colonel 
Stahlman, besides being one of the 
best equipped railroad men in America, is & 
very level-headed politician. He had a con- 
ference with Senator Carlisle last night about 
the position of the democratic party at pres- 
ent, and strongly advised him to use his in- 
fluence in bringing the divided factions to- 
gether, and have them set aside personalities 
and work solidly for the interest of the party 
in the nextcampaign. Senator Carlisle agreed 
with him that that was best, and promised to 
use his intluence to that end. 

The house was in session two hours today, but 
nothing was done other than the introduction 
of several hundred biils. 

Colonel Moses, of Georgia, introduced one 
to amend the law providing for the federal 
court at Columbus, so as to leave the length of 
each session discretionary with the judge. 
The bill was suggested by Judge Newman, of 
Atlanta. His reason for asking this at the 
hands of congress was because the original law 
provided for a two weeks’ session, and he 
thought at times there would not be enough 
business to warrant such a session. 

Livingston introduced a bill to re- 
peal the 10 per cent tax of state banks of issue.

Davidson’s claim, yet the matter is already 
practically settled and Senator Call will retain 
the seat. 

Senator Gorman’s Religion. 

For several months a paragraph has been 
floating around in the papers of different sec- 
tions of the country to the effect that Senator 
Catholic. It has been 
used by his enemies to prevent him gaining 
popularity and recognition as a presidential as- 
pirant. 

Senator Gorman is not a Roman Catholic, 
nor does any of his family attend that church. 
While the senator himself is nota member of 
any church, his family are members of the 
Presbyterian church, and he is a regular at- 
tendant. 

Peffer’s Idea of Finance. 

Senator Peffer, the allianceman from Kan- 
sas, is making a reputation for himself as one 
of the most picturesque of American asses. 
He has introduced a bill providing that the 
government shall loan to the people of Indiana 
the sum of $100,000,000, in order that the 
farmers of that state can raise the mortgages 
from their lands. 

The money, under the provisions of this bill, 
is to be loaned to the farmers on land, at 1 per 
cent interest. 

Of course the bill will never even be con- 
sidered by the senate.

Every Inmate of the North Carolina Home 
Is Down With La Grippe. 

RALEIGH, N. C., January 11.—{Special.]— 
Every inmate of the Confederate Soldiers’ 
Home here is sick with grip. Some are seri- 
ously so. Four deaths have occurred in the 
past few weeks. The dead are John Prince, 
G. H. Thomas, J. H. Sandeford and B. M. 
Coleman. The last named died yesterday. 
He was in the Forty-third North Carolina 
regiment, and was a native of Cabarus 
county. He was buried todayin the confed- 
erate cemetery, nearthe home, and one of 
the saddest things was that none of the in- 
mates of the home were able to attend the 
funeral, which was conducted by the confed- 
erate veterans. 

The general sitting room of the home “has 
been converted into a temporary hospital, and 
in this and the regular hospital thirty sick 


are receiving most careful attention.

Who Will Address the Virginia Society 
of Atlanta, | 


WILL REACH THE CITY NEXT-TUESDAY. 


And Will Be Royally Entertained by 


the Virginia Society. 


A GREAT SOLDIER AND STATESMAN, 


Who Began His Career When a Beardless 
Boy—After Fighting Through the 
Wear He Fights in Politics. 


Next Tuesday is General Robert E. Lee’s 
birthday. 

And the Virginia Society of Atlanta will 
observe itin a manner showing clearly their 
love and devotion to the old chieftan. 

Hon. Charles T. O'Ferrall, of Harrisonburg, 
Va., will be the orator of the occasion, and in 
the most beautiful oratorical manner will echo 
the fame, grandeur and high Christian char- 
acter of the soldier and patriot all the south 
loves and al! the world admires. 

No happier selection could have been made 
than Hon. Charles T. O’ Ferrall. 

From ’61 to ’65 General Lee had 
no more faithful and devoted 
soldier than Colonel O’Ferrall. There 
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HON. C. T. O’FARRALL. 


was never the day from the Manasses 
battlefied to Appomattox that the colone 
would not have gladly given his life for the 
cause he had espoused, or for the safety of the 
great warrior of whom he wi!! talk next Tues- 
day. After the tirst year of the bloody strife, 
when O’Ferral! had shown his worth as a sol+ 
dier, he was close to General Lee nearly all 
the time, and knuws probably as much of the 
great general as any living man today, with 
whe possible exception of Dr. J, William Jones, 
of Atlanta. 

Golone! O’Ferrall was born near Berkeley 
Springs in Morgan county, now West Vir- 
gina, and was only fourteen years of age when 
the war began. His home was then almost, 
if not quite, within the union lines, and it was 
with some difficulty that the beardless boy 
made his way into a confederate camp, where 
he asked permission to enlist. His youthful 
face was against him, and the commanding 
officer declined to have him at first. But 
when the iad was given an opportunity to 
talk he quickly convinced those about 
bim that he was not only fearless 
and brave, but that he loved 
the south and its rights better than he loved all 
the world besides. , 

Since that day many honors have been 
heaped upon Charley O’Ferrall, but I doubt 
very much whether any or all of them ever 
caused him as much joy as his first confeder- 
ate uniform. 

He came from one of the best and oldest 
families in Virginia, and was reared sur- 
rounded by everything heart could desire. 
From his earliest infancy he manifested 
a great fondness for pPoutdoor exer 
cise. He was especially fond of 
horses and when he’ entered’ the 
army quickly became distinguished for his 
fine horsemanship. He sat his steed with an 
ease and grace that won the admiration of 
alland the envy of many. No horse was 
every too fiery or wild for him, and he was 
happiest when mounted upon one hard to 
tame. 

Charley 0’ Ferrall had just as little fear of the 
union bullets as he had of a wild horse, and 
where the fight was the hottest and the charge 
the most impetuous, daring and reckless, there 
he was, always wearing a happysmile and 
carrying a drawn sword pointed to the front. 

Before the first year of the war had gone 
by the boy soldier had won his commission, 
and from the day he was given a lieutenant’s 
bars his promotion was rapid, He was more 
like the dashing, generous J. E. B. Stuart 
than any manin the confederate army, and 
was equally petted and idolized by his men. 
Time and time again his blood tlowed for his 
cause. A hand-to-hand sword contest was one 
of his greatest delights, while aduel with 
pistols at short range always made him more 
in love with his life on the battlefield. 

Twenty-one times he was wounded during 
the war, twice almost fatally. 

A good, brave soldier always makes a loyal 
citizen, and when Charley O’Ferrall, wearing 
a colonel’s stars, went home after the war he 
settled down to serve the country he had 
fought. With the same zeal, energy and in- 
dustry he had fought the union, he began 
toupbuildit. The war not only left him im- 
poverished, but left him the sole support of a. 
mother, four sisters and a younger brother, as 
well as a wife, one of Mississippi’s fairest 
daughters he had won during the war. A man 
as brave as Charley O’Ferral! could not be dis- 
heartened, and, with the same happy smile he 
wore all through the war, he started in to make 
a living for them. The defeat did not unman 
him, aud, with an ambition to make his name 
equal in civil life to what be had made it in 
military life, he went to work. Immediately 
after the war he located in Lexington, Va., 
and in addition to making a good living for his 
large family attended the law school at the 
Washington and Lee university. 

General Lee was then president of that 
school, and from the same hands Charley 
O’Ferrall had received so many war orders he 


received his law diploma. 
He was yet young. but without a dollar. 


Everything appeared to be againsthim. . -* 


But Chariev O’Ferrall never thought of 
defeat. He went from Lexington to Harrisonp- 
burg—my oid home—and there hung out his. 
shingle. He was a polished, cultured gentle- 
man, a good lawyer, and quickly made friends 
and acquired practice. He rapidly developed 
into a fine orator, and in a short time was con- 
sidered the best speaker in the valley. His 


‘natural trend was to’ politics, and in a 


short time Charley O’Ferrall went to the leg- 
isiature. He made his raceon the proposition 
that West Virginia ought to pay a part of the 
old debt. 

Throughout his term Colonel O’Ferrall 
made a reputation which pointed to:a future 
full of brightness in the political world. At 
that time Hon. John T. Harris, a brother of 
our own uncle Jimmie, now gone, and uncle 
of the popular and prosperous Nat, Clem and 
Dan Harris, was in Congress. He was then 
thestrongest man politically in Virginia, but 
Charley O’Ferrall ha an eye on 
his seat. The sight was a g 
one, and now Colonel O’Ferrali is considered 
the strongest man in the Old Dominion. 

He’ll be the next governor. See if he isn’t. 

And then United States senator.

ACCIDENT ON THE MONON, 


A Broken Kail Causes a Train to Roll 
Down an Embankment. 


INDIANAPOLIS, January 11.—A Crawfords- 
ville, Ind., special to The Sentinel, says: Be- 
tween 2 and 3 o’clock, this afternoon, a north- 
bound Monon train ran off the truck, about two 
miles north of here. The accident occurred on 
a fifty-foot embankment, down which four cars 
rolled, the engine and one baggage car keep- 
ing the tract. The trouble is supposed to be 
due toa broken rail. The first passenger 
coach rolled over three times. It was full of 
passengers, and caught fire from the stove, but 
all the occupants escaped alive. 

The baggage and express car went over, but 
no one in it was severely hurt. The ladies’ 
coach was literally torn to pieces, as was also 
the parior car. ere was the greatest damage. 
There was hardly a passenger on the train 
who escaped injury. Help was soon at hand, 
andin afew moments the roadway was free 
and the maimed on their way totown. There 
were three theatrical troupes on board, one of 
which was the City Club Buriesque Company, 
and was completely broken up, nearly every 
member sustaining serious injuries. The 
killed are:

THE INVALID BONDS. 


An Effort Being Made to Get Pay for Part 
of Them. 


AN AGENT OF THE HOLDERS HERE. 


The Legislature Asked to See How 
Much 


MONEY WAS USED BY THE STATE, 


And to Pay Up That Amount—The Finane 
cial Transactions of Reconstruction 
Times Recalled, 


A new effort is being made to secure a settles 
ment of the repudiated Georgia bonds. 

For some years Henry Clews has been try- 
ing to force the state to pay these bonds. His 
method was one of warfare onthe credit of 
the state. Everybody knows the result of 
that policy. Georgia securities have con- 
stantly sold for higher prices. 3 

Now comes a petition signed by a majority 
of the holders of these bonds, but not signed 
by Henry Clews. It was presented to the two 
houses of the genera! assembly only two days 
before the adjournment of that body. 

Mr. H. B. Philbrook, swhose place of busi- 
ness is at 155 Broadway, New York, is the 
agent of the bondholders making these over- 
tures to the state. He is in the city in their 
interest. What these bondholders ask is in 
brief that the legislature look into the matter 
and see if any of the proceeds of these bonds 
was used for state purposes, andif any of the 
money was so used, that the state pay that 
amount to the holders of the bonds. 

The petition is signed by Russell Sage, J. 
Pierpont Morgan, Morton, Bliss & Co., the 
Brooklyn Trust Company, the Fulton Bank of 
Brooklyn, the National Broadway bank, the 
Metropolitan Savings bank, Richard 
Irvin & Co. the Commercial Ware- 
house Company, H. K. Thurber, 
James B. Jormain, James J. Goodwin and the 
Fidelity Insurance Trust and Safe Deposit 
Company. 

‘r. Philbrook, representing these parties, 
was asked whatargument he would use in 
presenting this matter to the legislature. He 
replied: 

“The argument will be that the bondholders, 
who have a right to insist upon a settlement, 
invested their money, relying upon the credit 
or faith of the state, wholly with a disposition 
to help the state, and had no part whatever in 
the government or railroads or any objects for 
which the money was appropriated ; that they 
do not feel willing and feel that they ought 
not to lose their money when the state got, in 
the ways intended by law, a large portion of 
the proceeds of the bonds. We don’t know 
what portion of the proceeds were honestly ap 

lied to the proper or state purposes. 

e wish to submit that to »¢g 
careful, competent and unbiased examination, 
and when the facts are found as to the appro-~ 
priation of the money resulting from the pro- 
ceeds of the bonds, to accept from the state 
such amount, with such small interest as the 
emma of the state may feei warranted in 
giving. 

vA full inquiry should be made of the waste 
of money, if there was any, of the price ob- 
tained for the bonds and the appropriations of 
the proceeds, by those getting it of the bond- 
holders, that both the state and bondholders 
may know the precise amount for adjustment 
of the question. We will assist the state, or 
its committee, in any way in our 
power, and provide our portion of 
the expenses for such ae ae and 
will do our utmost to uncover all the facts of 
the whole business that none need afterwards 
question the worth of the settlement. We 
will take for the settlement, bonds of the 
state to any period of existence at3 per cent 
interest, and do for the state any act, for 
funding its debt or otherwise, that may be 
wanted, and if requested, will fund all its 
debt at 3 per cent at par. 

‘“Astothe liability of the state upon any 
bonds, in case a state could be sued, if the com- 
mittee can determine such questions and agree 
with the committee of bondholders, we will 
leave it tothe supreme court of the state, or 
any judicial power the committees may 


+ 


choose. 

‘‘No fraudulent claim should be allowed, of 
course, nor any bondholder paid who was a 
party to any fraud upon the state with respect 
tosuch bonds. We will be as willing to un- 
cover frauds asto find worth or validity of 
claimant’s bonds and we will do, in fact, every- 
thing the state authorities can wish, for a per- 
fect and desirable settlement of the whole 
mutter. 

“The amount of bonds owned by bond- 
holders I represent is about five million dollars, 
or over. In my opinion all will accept the set- 
tlement thus proposed. I can only speak with 
absolute coufidence as to those I represent. 

‘It is no more than, and scarcely different 
from what was donein Virginia inits agree- 
ment with bondholders, just passed, to wipe 
off the whole state debt of $28,000,000 b 
giving bonds bearing 25 per cent interest, an 
after ten years 3 per cent and running 100 
years, and giving $19 for every $28 of indebted- 
ness. This state can settle as profitably—I 
think far more so—than Virginia settled with 
her bondholders; and there is no more reason 
for a settlement in Virginia than here, so far 
as I am aware. 

‘*‘As soon as the two committees had agreed 
npon a settlement of the debt in Virginia, 
public meetings were held in different cities 
of the state to ratify and applaud the settle- 
ment. Bonfires were kindied in hundreds of 
places and the people expressed their delight 
beyond anything ever witnessed in the 
country over such amatter as that.’’ 

‘‘Has the credit of Virginia prior to this 
settlement been anything like as good as that 
of Georgia?”’ 

‘‘No, sir. The bond matters were so jum- 
bled and mixed up that nobody knew head 
nor tail about them, and you might say there 
was no price for them—although there was @ 
price, for the resources of the state was known 
to investors.’’ 

Mr. Philbrook expresses the opinion that) 

avment of these bonds would bring a large 
influx of capital to Georgia. 
The State’s. Side Given. 


He has given the bondholders’ side. It 
would not be fair for it to goout unaccompa- 
nied by a brief statement of the position of the 
state. This position was tersely expressed by 
a gentlemen who was a witness of the whole 
proceeding from beginning toend. He said: 

‘*These repudiated bonds, hearly nine mill- 
ions in amount, were all issued in two years, 
while the state has nothing to show for them 
but the governor’s mansion and the old capi- 
tol, which was sold for $130,000. They were 
issued fraudulently and contrary to law, by a 
government which was a usurpation.” 

The anology between the Virginia bonds 
and the Georgia repudiated bonds is not owe 
The Virginia debt was contracted by Virgin- 
ians before the war: the bogus Georgia bonds 
were issued by the carpet-bag government in 
the times of reconstruction, when the state 
was well nigh bankrupted by rascality.

SQUIRMING UNDER THE COMMISSION. 


Mr. J. M. Stephens, Superintendent of the 
Western Union, Hasta Word to §Say. 
A Modification Asked For. 


The Georgia railroad commission has placed 
its boot heel pretty firmly upon the necks of 
the telegraph companies by its late rule bearing 
upon their charges for telegrams, it would 
seem. 

The Jast legislature passed a bill giving the 
railroad commission power to regulate telegraph 
companies’ charges as wel! as railroad rates, 
and the first rule ordered by the commission 
was one to require the telegraph companies 
doing business in this state to discontinue no 
office where telegrams are received for the 
public without first obtaining consent from 
the commission, the claims of the company to 
be set forth in writing and sent to the com- 
mission in advance. 

It was also ordered that no telegram of ten 
words, or less, shall be sent between any two 
points in the state with a charge of more than 
25 cents. There are a good many instances in 
which the Western Union has been charging 
more than 25 cents between Georgia points. 

Butthe commission further ordered—and 
this is the rub with the telegraph companies— 
thatall messages shall be repeated for the 
sender free of cost. 

Mr. J. M. Stephens, superintendent of the 
Western Union company for the fourth divis- 
jon, was seen yesterdty, and asked how these 
new rules would operate. 

“They will work very seriously to the detri- 
ment of the Western Union,’’ he said with 
emphasis. 

‘“Whiie I have no desire to criticise the ac- 
tion of the commission vith unreasonable 
hastiness,”’ he continued, ‘still I must express 
my surprise that such a law should be passed, 
especiaily without a showing from the tele- 
graph companies,”’ 

‘*‘How will it hurt you®’’ was asked. 

“Chiefly in requiring us to repeat messages 
free of charge. At present, we get fifty per 
cent of the original charge for repeating. Ifa 
telegram costs 25 cents, then we get 12), cents 
for repeating on demand of the sender to see 
ifit was sent correctly. Really, thongh, it 
costs as much to repeat a message as it does to 
send one—just the same. 

‘‘Let me tell yon something about the cost 
of sending a message which maybe you don’t 
know,’’ and as he spoke he reached for the 
annual report of the president of the Western 
Union. 

“The average actual cost of sending a mes- 
sage by the Western Union,”’ he wenton, ‘‘is 
23.2 cents. To repeat means 40.4. As it is, 
very few people ask to have a message re- 
peated, and in this way we can 
afford to repeat for half price, 
but the minute a law is passed making it ab- 
solutely free we will have to repeat nearly 
every message. This will be a palpable hard- 
ship to us, and Iam frank when I say that I 
see in this movement muchtotempt the West 
ern Union to abandon Georgia. The fact is 
just this: The Western Union company is 
making no money in Georgia, anyhow, nor in 
the south as to that. It is positively losing 
money in the south. 
have passed a law similar to the Georgia law, 
leveling all ten-word messages to 25 cents, but 
this rule requiring free repeating is too much. 
Lf these rules keep up, the company will have 
to abandon Georgia. I do not think the Geor- 
gia legisiature intended to” put us under such 
extreme measures as these, and I believe the 
railroad commission will modify their severe 
rules if they will give usa heafing, which, I 
think, they will do in the near future. 

“It may surprise you,’’ said Mr. Stephens, 
“but it is strictly trne that the Atlanta office 
costs annually $60,000, and the Augusta office 
$50,000, the expenses of the two exceeding the 
total gross receipts from businessin the state 
of Georgia. It appears all the harder, in the 
light of these facts, that the company should 
be subjected to such harsh measures as the 
railroad commission seeks to shoulder upon 
us. 

One thing seems certain, thatthe Georgia 
state railroad cominission has entered fully 
upon the dischargeof the power and authority 
bestowed upon them last session, and are legis- 
lating for the interests of the people decidedly. 
‘They seem to be after cheaper telegrams, and 
it cannot be denied that they have started ina 
way fully calculated to secure them. 

The matter is an interesting one in whatever 
light you view it. It is especially interesting 
to the people of Georgia, since it gives them 
telegraphic facilities which they have not 
previously had. 

At the same time, the telegraph companies 
give a very interesting version of the case. 

It is interesting at this time to observe the 
average cost of sending messages since the 
war. From the report of the Western Union, 
it is seen that in 1868 the cost was 63.4 cents; 
in 1869 it was 54.2, and the figures gradually 
fell off each vear until 18990, when the cost 
went down to 22.7, and last year went up 
again to 25.2,

To the County School Commissioners of Georgia: 
The state executive committee desires your aid to 
securing a worthy exhilit of the state’s resources 
and the progressive enterprise of our people to be 
put on display at the worid’s fair at Chicago. 

1, therefore, appoint you to represent the school 
interests in your several counties, and ask that 
you give such general aid to your county board of 
directors as may be in your power, 

lansure it is net necessary to urge the im- 
portance of such an exhibitas our plans con- 
template, and the state’s interests demand. We 
have undertaken a great work forthe state in 
which L want to interest every littie child. Help 
from the children of the state will be a tribute to 
be appreciated, as it will but manifest some little 
appreciation of the great benefit the state is con- 
ferring upon thein. 

We cannot begin too early toattach the litle 
people to the state’s mterests, and awaken them 
to patriotic devotion to its institutions, 

We will not expect large contr. butions from 
this source. if each child attendant 
upon the public schools of the state 
will give us a dime, we will obtain from this 
scource more than one-fourth of the amount 
necessary to make the display. Any one of them 
can do this much.

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“ROR HIS LIFE. 


Peter Daniels Will Be Put on Trial 
_ _ , Today. 


NEW EVIDENCE WILL BE .PRODUCED, 


And Daniels and His Attorney Are 
Very Hopeful—Daniels’s Sunday 
School Class.

Pete Daniels will be placed on trial for his 
life a second time today. 

And his attorney, Mr. Frank R. Walker, is 
sanguine of establishing that the negro is in- 
nocent of the charge of murder. 

Daniels, too, isa great deal more hopeful 
and confident than he has been since his con- 
tinemént. 

Newly discovered evidence, in Daniels’s 
favor, is the cause of this hopeful feeling. 

For the first time in some weeks Daniels 
was taken from his cell and enjoyed a walk on 
the streois. 

He was carried to the courthouse witha 
batch of other prisoners, but his case was not 


sounded. 

He enjoyed the walk, however, and returned 
to his cell in a happy frame of mind. 

Daniels is one of the least troublesome pris- 
onersinthe jail. Heis very quiet, and de- 
votes agreat deal of his time to instilling 
Christian truths into his fellow prisoners. He 
isso very quietand harmless that he is al- 
lowed to go loose with the many other prison- 
ers in the hallway of the jail. 

“T believe,’’ said he yesterday, ‘‘that I will 
be cleared.of the charge. Mr. Walker kas dis 
covered good evidence, and will beable to 
prove that another man didit. Butif Tam 
found guilty Godis with me, and I put my 
trust in Him. I know I am innocent, and 
think I haye been punished enough.’’ 

Since his incarceration Daniels has grown 
verv devout, and spends all his time reading 
his Bible and teaching the other negroes. 

lie has a well-crganized Sunday school class, 
composed of a number of young burglars and 
criminais charged with ali manner of 
offenses. Every day at a set hour Dan- 
iels calls his class into his. cell—the one 
formerly occupied by George) Washington— 
and closing the door to shut out the 
clamor in the hallway, will teach them the 
simple lesson. He has a great number of 
Sunday school tracts, furnished him by Dr. 
Miller, and he utilizes these In giving in- 
structions to his class. The strictest attention 
is paid to Daniels, the man charged with mur- 
der, as he expounds the doctrines of Christ. 

‘The trial of Daniels will probably oceupy 
today and tomorrow. Sheriff Morrow said yes- 
terday that he had already subpenaed twenty- 
five witnesses in the case. Sonie new develop- 
ments are expected, aud the evidence adduced 
may be such as to clear Danieis of the charge 
of murder. 

He wi!! be represented by Frank R. Walker, 
and the case will be prosecuted by Solicitor 
General Charles Hill.

The fact that two-thirds of the currency

Since the war we are satisfied there has not

_ocrats who think there is but one trouble in

With the money congested, as every honest 
business man will admit, and with the_ in- 
creasing demand for loan money on ‘‘call,”’ 
where is the relief to come from? 

Loans on ‘call’? can only be used by 
gamblers and speculators. No legitimate 
business can stand a call loan. It is a per- 
version of the money of the country. It 
grinds the man of legitimate business, and 
makes it possible for men who can lock up 
the currency in this way torob their inno- 
cent fellow citizens of hundreds of millions. 
This business is but little better than that 
of the highwaymen and pirates of olden 
times, and yet weare told that there is no 
occasion to make any other issue except the 
tariff. 

The farmers are told they must not plant 
s0 much. In all the tield cropsin Georgia 
the farmers had this season the largest yield 
ever made. Providence was unusually gen- 
erous, and yet the farmers start the new 
year more despondent and with less courage 
than any year since the war. They are 
told that they must plant less. Half the 
people in the world are naked, and cotton 
makes the best and cheapest fabric ever 
made to clothe the nakenness of mankind 
since the time Adam left the garden of 
Eden. Thousands of people in the United 
States are unable to buy a single garment, 
and millions cannot purchase enough of this 
cheap fabric to clothe thimselves properly, 
Plenty of men who ought to be able to buy 
a dozen shirts are not able to buy two. All 
these wrongs can be traced to the republican 
financial system that fattens and builds up 
speculation; and encourages monopoly. 
And yet they tell us there is but one 
issue to be made in the next presidential 
race, and that the tariff. 

Did we not make this the single issue in 
1888, and did we not get licked out of our 
boots? x 

What caused it but this fatal mistake? 
What gave us the victory in 1890—the most 
brilliant ever won since the government was 
formed? 

We fought every fraud of which the 
republicans past and present were guilty, 
and, as for free silver, the almost solid vote of 
the democrats in congress in favor of it was 
on record as against republican opposition.

When we take our raw material and manu- 
facture itinto every shape needed by the 
mass of consumers, two or three large cities 
will spring up in the south, besides a number 
of thrifty towns made so by their factories 
and furnaces. 

Diversification is the word these days, and 
it is the word for both town and country, 
The town must diversify its industries; the 
country must diversify its agriculture. Peo- 
ple cannot be prosperous when they are all 
engaged in one occupation. It won’t do for 
the farmers to depend upon one crop, and 
it won’t do for the city people to depend 
upon commerce alone.

Are They Trying to Defeat the Party? 

There need be no mincing of words in re- 
gard to the attempt to force on the demo- 
cratic party the fag-end of a republican and 
monometallist scheme to defeat silver legis- 
lation. To call it a conspiracy is to treat it 
very respectfully indeed. It is an attempt 
to sell out southern and western democrats, 
and toturn the party over to the sinister 
elements which profess to wear its mantle in 
the east. 

The international conference fraud played 
out during Mr. Cleveland’s administration. 
The folly of the effort was exposed by the 
very man who was selected to further it. 
Mr. Edward Atkinson, furnished with cre- 
dentials from the state department, visited 
the various capitals of Europe, and discov- 
ered for himself that his errand was a farc- 
icalone. The folly and futility of sucha 
scheme can be discovered by studying the 
history of this country, and the relations 
Which its financial legislation has borne 
to that of Enrope. Mr. Cleveland’s attempt 
to bring about an international conference 
was undoubtedly made in good faith. The 
renewal of the effort at this time is simply a 
inovement which covers a scheme to in- 
definitely postpone the silver question, and 
it isa postponement which the people will 
not tolerate, It is ascheme in which certain 
democratic politicians are to be made the 
tools of the very element which has profited 
by the demonetization of silver, and wlien 
the people of the west and south are asked 
to endorse such a scheme, they will decline 
with something more emphatic than thanks. 
The scheme may be endorsed by democrats 
who have already planted their feet firmly 
on the republican policy of gold monometal- 
lism, but those who are behind the conspir- 
acy and who are its engineers may as well 
be told now that their folly will not be en- 
dorsed by the people. : 

The scheme of an international monetary 
conference was never heard of or dreamed 
of in this country until it was. invented by 
the republicans and eastern monometallists 
for the purpose of diverting and weakening 
the rising tide of public opinion in favor of 
the free and unlimited coinage. It served 
that purpose well a few years ago, and it 
has been sprung again in the interest of the 
same greedy and unpatriotic element that 
employed it then. On these several occa- 
sions the congress of the United Siates has 
changed and modified the mint laws and 
regulated the value of its gold and silver 
coins, but never, until John Sherman and 
his tory and British coparceners consum- 
mated the crime of demonetizing silver, was 
an international monetary conference deemed 
necessary. During all the changes, amend- 
mentsand modifications of our coinage laws 
from 1793, nearly one hundred years ago, 
until 1873, was it deemed necessary for the 
people of the United States to call to their 
assistance, in regulating the currency, the 
ringleaders and monarchies of Europe. 

The very idea is a fraud on the face of it, 
and is put forward with no other hope and 
no other purpose than to postpone, and, if 
possible, defeat the free coinage of silver in 
this country. Great Britain demonetized 
silver in 1816 and there was free coinage in 
the United States until 1873. Was there any 
trouble—any dislocation of our currency on 
that account? Yetif toryism and goldola- 
try had been as rampant during that forty- 
three years as they are now, there would 
have been a continual demand for an inter- 
national conference in order that one might 
have the inestimable privilege of putting 
currency on a British basis, We want to 
warn those who .are. engaged in furthering 
this republican scheme that the democratic 
voters of the country are not to be deceived 
by any argument whatsoever. THE Con- 
STITUTION proposes to strip it of its plausi- 
bility and show it up as a bold conspiracy to 
turn the democratic party over to the mono- 
metallists and money sharks of the east. If 
Crisp and Hill and Gorman are in it, we 
warn them tocome out and to shake their 
skirts clear of all odor and suggestion of par- 
ticipation; and the warning applies to all 
other democrats who propose to represent 
the people.

In the Thirty-Fifth State Senatorial Dis- 
trict. 


THERE ARE TWO EXECUTIVE COMMITTEES 


And Measures Should Be Taken to Avoid 
a Clash When the |Time Comes 
for Action. 


As the time approaches for the assembling of 
the executive committee of this, the thirty-fifth 
senatorial district, the question arises as to who 
composes the authorized committee of the dis- 
trict. 

There are two committees, and each claims to 
be the democratic executive committee of the 
distriet. 

As it is Cobb county's time for the senatorship, 
there will probably be little or no trouble in ar- 
ranging satisfactorily the conflict between the 
two committees by which both will act together, 
and agree among themselves as’ to what is the 
best to be done for the interests of the party. 

It will be remembered that the old district dem- 
ocratic executive commiuttee,. which had charge 
for the two years prior to the last. senatorial elec- 
tion, was composed of Messrs. Wellborn Bray, L.

Munday from 
Clayton. The famous senatorial convention of 
1890 was broken up in a row, and the regular con- 
vention, with Chairman Cooper, after nominating 
Mr. Venable for the senate, re-elected the old 
democratic committee, whose names are given 
above, 

The delegates who left the hall nominated Mr. 
Todd and selected an executive committee con- 
sisting of W. J. Albert, Frank Arnold and H. E. 
Jordan from Fulton, Walter Sessions and M. L. 
Green from Cobb, and J. B, Wumphreys from 
Clayton. 

Thus twg executive committees were named, but 
as the chief duty of the executive committee is 
only to issue a call for the nomination of the next 
Senator, itis probable that an amicable adjust- 
ment can be very easily reached by these two com- 
niittees. 

A plan js already on foot to call a meeting of the 
two committees, in order that they may decide 
among themselves what is best to be done. 

It is probable that Judge Gober, who was chair- 
man of the old district democratic executive com- 
inittee, will soon issue a call, notifying the meme- 
bers of both committees to meet in Atlanta for the 
purpose of discussing the question. The \sugges- 
tion isa wise one, and there can be no possible 
objection to it. Sucha meeting would no doubt 
result in full harmony, and the wounds of the last 
senatorial fight would thus be completely healed. 

As to who the next senator from this district 
will be, there seems to be no doubt but that Cobb 
county will unanimously present Hon. A. 8.

Heis an excel- 
lent parliamentarian, and is one of the most pop- 
ular of the generation of younger Georgians who, 
for the past few years, have been taking the 
places of those who, after long service to the state 
in trying times, are laying aside the cares of pub- 
lic life. 

Mr, Clay, if elected to the senate, as he no doubt 
will be, will probably be made the next president 
of that body, a position second only to the goy- 
ernorship.

WAITING FOR THE SHIP. 


The Emigrants for Liberia Want Gaston to 
Come Back. 


Rev. Gaston, the promoter of the African 
emigration scheme, is in Washington, New 
York, or perhaps Canada, with about twenty- 
four thousand dollars in his possession. 

His 800 followers are mostly in Atlanta, 
nursing with uncertain hope a certificate for 
which they paid $30, entitling them, accord- 
ing to the printed contract on its face, to 
transportation to Liberia. 

Gaston’s name appears on the margin of the 
certificate. Gaston keeps his own council. 
He has no lieutevants. His followers know 
nothing except that he said he wanted a cer- 
tain amount of money to hire a ship to carry 
them to Africa, and they paid in the stipu- 
lated amount. 

This about sums up the African Emigration 
Associations situation at present. 

Some time ago Gaston told the association 
members in a public meeting that he would 
be able toship 800 of themto Liberia on 
January 8th; that the arrangements for 
transportation to New York had already been 
made and thatthe ship was there ready to 
sail to Africa. 

Two weeks ago today he left for New York. 
The appointed day for the departure of the 
emigrants came and passed, but not a word 
came from the manof whom they were ex- 

ecting somuch. Several private meetings 
cave been held by members of the association 
to debate the matter, and try to get a word of 
encouragement from the leader, but so far all 
efforts in the latter direction have proved fu- 
tile. : 

A prominent figure inthe movement was 
asked yesterday when Gaston was expected to 
return, and he replied: 

‘*That I cannot tell. He may be back today, 
and way never come, so far as I know.”’ 

‘*Where is he?’’ was asked. 

.''I can’t say that positively, but I believe he 
is in Washington.” 
. ‘What is he doing there?” 
. IT have no idea, nor has any one else here. 
The probability is thatif he honestly intends 
to carry out his project, heisin Washington 
asking the consideration of his memorial, 
which will be presented to congress, request- 
‘ing assistance from the  governiment. 
The fact is, I don’t know but what the whole 
thing hinges on the disposition congress makes 
of that memorial, for since studying more 
closely the promises made by Gaston, they 
seem contingent upon aid from congress.”’ 

‘*‘Well, what will become of your money if 
Gaston’s scheme don’t succeed ?”’ 

‘IT don’t know. Hehas the money; that is, 
it was turned over to him.” 

‘*Wihere is the money kept, and how is it 
secured ?’’ 

‘*That’s another hard question. Not a cent 
of it is kept in Atlanta, that’s sure. The 
members of the association have no security 
whatever for the money they have pad in, 
but Gaston’s honor. They trust implicitly in 
him, and have never asked for any bond or 
other security.” 

“IT will teil you one thing,’”’ continued the 
talker, “if there is any fraud about this thing 
it can’t be put off on somebody in New York 
or Washington, for Gaston will have a long 
finger in the pie. . He is shrewd, and will not 
comé out loser. 

‘*We can’t tell you one thing, but would be 
very giad if Tuk ConsTITUTION could get at 
the groundwork of the affair and give us the 
inside of it.’’

GREATER FACILITIES ARE N&EDED. 


The Site of the Western and Atlantic’s 
Shops Named as a Good 
Location. 


— 


A new union depot is talked of again. But 
those who know the most about the preject 
have the least to say. 

Atlanta is outgrowing the present depot. 
The railroads are cramped now, and itis only 
g matter of a little time when the accommoda- 
tions must be increased in somo way. To en- 
large the baggage, ticket and waiting-room 
departments is a difficult problem, Architects 
and engineers have grappled with it, but it has 
baffled them. The public can not be incon- 
yenienced for the convenience of the corpora- 
tions, and the three most important adjuncts 
ofa depot cannot very well be put upina 
second story with the tracks on the street. 

A year ago there was a plan to build a new 
station, handsoine, costly and roomy, in the 
neighborhood of the Western and Atlantic 
roundhouse. Different sites were proposed. 
One was where the Atlanta soap factory 
stands. Plans fora building were drawn and 
the railroad men liked them. 

Jay Gould came along and was pleased with 
the present depot, and said that it should be 
used as long as possible. Mr. Gould’s opinion 
gave the movement a black eye at the mo- 
ment. With the lapse of months the bruise 
has disappeared, so to speak, and the matter 
is being agitated again. 

From good authority THE CONSTITUTION 
learns that the Chattahoochee Land Company 
is willing to donate a large tract at the river 
for shops and other purposes. That triangular 
piece of land between the Western and At- 
lantic, the Central and the East Tennessee 
tracks belongs to the state of Georgia, and is 
included in the lease to the Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga and St. Louis. To get the state’s per- 
mission to remove the shops of its road to the 
river, the donation of the tract there would 
have to be to the state, or at least a part of it 
would go to Georgia. With the erection of a 
depot on the site of the Western and Atlantic 
shops, or in that vicinity, the great bulk of the 

gtrain movements across Whitehall, Pryor and 
Loyd streets would disappear, and the list of 
fatalities at those crossings would seldom have 
au addition. The Georgia road, the Georgia, 
Carolina and Northern and the Air-Line’ are 
the only roads which would have to. run 
through the city, and two tracks would enable 
them to move their passenger trains in and 
out. ‘hat is what is said. 

Agentleman who is posted on the new 
movement said to a CONSTITUTION reporter 
yesterday: ‘I am confident that the railroad 
people look upon this plan with favor. From 
what I learn the Western and Atlantic has 
taken the matter under consideration witha 
strong prospect of carrying the scheme through. 
President Thomas was down here a few weeks 
ago and made a thorough inspection of the lay 
of theiland. The Western and Atlantic has to 
enlarge its freight depot facilities, and is mak- 
ingimportant improvements. In this connec- 
tion you will notice that a roadway is 
being built on the north side of the tracks 
from Whitehall to Spring street. Drays going 
tothe freight warehouse will enter the vard 
from Spring street and go out Whitehall. 
Forsyth, you know, is being bridged. 

“The present depot cannot have an annex 
added without a bridge being thrown over 
South Forsyth or Loyd streets, and the ap- 
proaches would mar the property on those 
thoroughfares. The state’s property down by 
the Western and Atlantic roundhouse and 
shops is almost the only site that can be ob- 
tained. I think there would have been a new 
depot before this in the neighborhood of the 
soap works if the price had not been put up so 
high on a piece of ground which wouid have 
been needed. The site of the present depot is 
heldin trust by the state. If its use for rail- 
road purposes is discontinued it reverts to an 
estate, but, of course, the depot will 
never be discontinued by the Wesiern and 
Atlantic,which would make some use of it.”’ 


There were no Western and Atlantic officials ‘ 


inthe city who knew anything of the move- 
ment. 

General Manager Green, of the Richmond 
and Danville, said that the proposed site 
would no doubt make an excellent. one. 
There is plenty of land for a roomy depot, but 
the railroads are not spending any more money 
than they can possibly heip just now. 

Increased facilities will have to be provided 
before long and a new depot is only a question 
of time.

A MAP OF ATLANTA, 


The First Atlanta Has Had in Twenty- 
Four Years, 


HAS BEEN GOTTEN OUT FOR USE. 


It Was Compiled by Secretary H. G. Saun- 
ders, of the Chamber of Commerce, 
Who Spent Several Years on It, 


A new and comprehensive map of Atlanta 
has just been completed. 

It is the first that has been published since 
the ‘Cooper map,”” which was gotten out in 
1864. 

Mr. H. G. Saunders, secretary of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, is the compiler, and he has 
spent three or four years gathering the neces- 
sary data and information. 

The map is a very complete one, showing 
the entire city, including the territory added 
by the recent extension of the limits. 

All the streets, with their recent changes of 
names, are there, together with the ward 
boundaries, railroads and all street car lines. 
On every corner in the city is placed the new 
street number, which will enable any house to 
be readily located. © 

The churches, schools and public buildings 
are all marked out, and even every man- 
ufactory in Atlanta is shown. 

“That will be the best way in the world,” 
said Mr. Saunders yesterday, “to convince a 
stranger in the city of our extensive man- 
ufacturing interests here. You might stand 
and tell him about them all day, but it will go 
through one ear and come out of the other. 
But point them out and it makes a sure im- 
pression.” . 

The map is printed on canvas, and is five 
feet square. Itis arranged on a scale of 400 
feet to theinch. The altitude above the sea 
levelof the principal local pointsis marked 
out. The Capital City Clubisthe highest in 
the city—1,002 feet. 

At every quarter of a mile concentric circles 
are arranged. One can easily see just how far 
any given location is from the union depot. 

The street car lines over the city are all 
marked out by hand, and the red lines repre- 
senting them cover the map with a perfect net- 
work, 

The map was gotten up by Mr. Saunders for 
his own convenience. The one the father of 
Mr. John Tyler Cooper got out for the city 
twenty-four years agocost Atlanta just $10,000.

NEW YORK, January 11.—The Liverpool market 
declined 3@4-64d at the opening today and had lost an- 
other fraction by the close.

A Spicy Order from the School Commis- 
Sioner About 


THOSE CHARTS FOR FULTON’S SCHOOLS. 


He Says Every Cent Must Be Refunded to 
the Patrons and Pupils—A Scolding 
from the Commissioner.

Those charts seem to be getting the Fulton 
couniy board of education into pretty deep 
walter, after ali. 

Everybody knows how thé board recently 
purchased a iot of charts at a cost of about 
nine hundred dollars, and how some trouble 
Arose over the question of raising the money to 
pay for thei. 

A very spicy sequel tothe story turned up 
vesterday mornin. in the statehouse in the 
Bhape of an order from State School Commis- 
siouer Kradwell, which was sent to the Fulton 
county school commissioner, Hon. J. N. 
Fa n. 

It reads us follows: 

OFFICE OF STATE Sc1uo0oL COMMISSIONER, AT- 
LANTA, Ga., January 9, 18)1.—Hon. J. N. Fain, 
County School Commissioner, Atlanta, Ga. Dear 
Sir: The county commissioner is the medium of 
communication between the state school coinms- 
Bione: and the subordinate school offivers. You 
will, therefore, communreate to the board of edu- 
cation of Fulton county the following ruling and 
instructions from this department: 

The school law gives the power to county boards 
to purchase “maps, globes and school furniture,” 
and they are invested with the ‘title, care and 
custouy”’ of these things, as well as other prop- 
erty owned bv the lorrd. 

There i, also in this school law the proviso: 
“That no} ublisher of school books, nor any agent 
for such j ublisher, nor any person who shall be 
pecuniarily interested in the saie of school books, 
shall be el gible for election as a member of any 
board of education or as county schovul Comiis- 
sioner tn any county in this state.” 

It necessarily follows that the board of educa- 
tion of Fulton county his full power to purchase 
maps, globes and charts of the subjects taucht 
in the common. schools—all comprehend d 
under this bhead—but no power to sell 
them to gechers, trustees, parents or 
anyone. The title to this property vests in the 
board and their successors in office.

schools, but the “titie, care and custody” remains 
in the boards. 

Vhereisno law which ean possibly be con- 
stru ( into a requirement on the part of the 
teacher to pay icr any urticle of “maps, globes, or 
be. OOlapptratus’ or for any license or contract to 
teach im cae public schools; and even when they 
wish tro purchase these things on their own 
moticn, thev must get thei elsewhere, as the 
board, or any member thereof, is prohibited from 
uctirg as agent inthe purcuase of any books or 
BChool suppiles. 

Nor is there any law compelling the patrons of 
the s: hool to purchase tiese things. The board 
of education is not at liberty to 
advance money to teachers or patrons for the pur- 
chise of these things. The board can use discre- 
tionary power in purchasing and_furnishing to 
the schools, or a part of them, sehovul Charts, but 
the tithe must remain in the board. 

In accordance with this ruling, I direct the 
board of education of Fulton county to dispose of 
no more charts to the teachers of the public 
schools of Fulton couuty, or the local trustees or 
patrons of said school, or receive money therefor 
Irom said teachers, trustees or patrons,

Two negro women, Minnie Hamilton and 
Mamie Whitaker, will be arraigned accused 
with being accomplices in the case. 

The three women were arrested and locked 
up early yesterday morning. 

Several hours before Officer Patterson was 
patroling Thompson street. The smeil of 
smoke attracted him to the house of Annie 
Searcy. 

He went to it and notified her. Without the 
least concern the reply came quickly: 

“Oh, it’s nothing but a rug that I threw into 
the fire,’ and the woman resumed reading a 
paper. 

A few minntes later two inmates, Minnie 
Thompson and Florence Brown, came home. 
They had told the proprietress of their sum- 
mons before the police commissioners to testify 
against an oflicer. 

As soon as they entered they detected the 
smell of smoke. 

Immediately they ran out to give an alarm, 
and then quickly returned to save their be- 
longings. They reached their rooms, which 
were adjoining, and were astonished. 

Before they left they had placed the keys on 
the inside. The doors were now locked, and 
the keys could not be found. 

The firemen quickly responded, and the fire 
was traced to che rooms of the two girls. The 
doors were burst open, and a stifling smoke 
immediately issued. 

Almost blinded, the firemen went to work 
aud soon had the blaze extinguished. Then 
the beds were found burned almost up. 

The suspicion of incendiarism was such that 
Detectives Bedford, Looney and Cason were 
immediately put to work onthecase. They 
found that Annie Searcy and two negro 
women, Minnie Hamilton and Mamie Whita- 
ker, were the only ones who had been at the 
house wheu the tire was discovered. 

For several hours the ofticers were at work, 
and finally felt justified in arresting all three. 
They were brought to the station house and 
locked up. 

Yesterday they were carried before Justice 
Landrum by Detective Looney, and a warrant 
charging them with arson was sworn out.

Telegraph companies shallLnot charge or collect 
more than twenty-five cents for any message of 
ten words or less, exclusive of date, address and 
signaiure, betweeh any two points within the 
limits of this state, nor more than two cents for 
each additional word on a day message, nor more 
than one cent for each additional word on a night 
message ; and no additional charge shall be made 
fol repeating a message—that is, telegraphing 
back to originating office for comparison. 

Rule No. 1 to take effect from and after February 
1, 1892.
